been registered in the history of the 
Dominion observatory,” stated A. EB 
Hodgson, government sreismologtst 
“Ap @ matter of fact it «the fourth 
largest ever recorded here.” 

“It was most severe for about ten 
minutes stasting from 9.21 and it 
probably originated somewhere near 
the mouth of the Saguenay river 
where the experts have known for 
some time that there is a serious 
fault in the earth's strata. It was of 
such @ severe character as recorded 
here, that it would undoubtedly be 
strong enough to rock if net destroy 
any but solidly built butidings in the 
vicinity in which tt ocourred. For 
the firet time in the history of the 
Dominion observatory the ‘quake 
was recorded on the microbarc 
graph, which records sudden 
changes in atmospheric pressure. 
The markings on the berometic 
reading show a sharp jag denoting 
the big kick made by old mother 
earth.” 

The possibility of Ottmwa experi- 
encing an earthqueke of cuch an ta 
tensity as that which destroyed 
Tokio is practically negligible ac 
cerding te Professor Stuart. director 
of the Dominton Olervatery, owing

In view of certain preliminary 
work already done by this Depart- 
ment, and the publication of re- 
cent ts obtained by Cambrid 
investigation is being 
siarted to ascertaiy, the relation he- 
tween the milling qualities of the 
different varieties of wheat and the 
environment itn which they are 
grown. The Experimental Station 
at the University of B.C. and the 
Dominion Government Stations tr 
Alberta are cooperating {n the field 
work of this project.

Certain Bichemical research 
work has been conducted by the De- 
partment of Field Husbandry to as- 
certain just why plants withstand. 
or do not withetand, drought con- 
ditions and also the cause of winter 
Killing. Hitherto these problems 
have been attacked by actually 
growing pie ts under the differvnt 
climatic conditions, and oftentimes 
after many yeers the results have 
beer. completely destroyyed by one 
extreme season. 

By a Biochemical analysis tt has 
now beer found just why plants 
do, or do not, withstand drought 
or winter killing. Drought and frost 
hardiness depend on the imbibition 
of the planv cell colloids which ac- 
cumulate during the hardening pro- 
ceas. That tz the water in the 
spaces between the cells evaporates 
or freezes as the case may be, first, 
and then the liquid material in the 
eoiloids is drawn out through the 
attraction of the vaeuum or whe 
lelele and the nucleus within the 
cell withers and dies. Thus if a 
plant hes its cells well packed wit® 
colleids, which have a great ameynt 
of iubrbition or surface enemy, as 


the samples. The resulta are shown 
on topographical maps prepared by 
the Dominion Government of a 
scale of three miles to one iach.
